I. How te Inherit Eternal Life 
(vy. 25-28). 

1. The lawyer’s question (v. 25). 
The term “lawyer” her® means “one 
versed in religious law, the Scrip¬ 
tures,” not “lawyer” in our modern 
sense of that term. It more nearly 
corresponds to our theological pro¬ 
fessor. The lawyer’s object was to 
trip Jesus, to Induce him to take such 
a stand as would weaken his Influence 
as a teacher. 

2. Jesus’ question (v. 26). "What 
Is written in the law?” He sent him 
to the law, the field which was fa¬ 
miliar to him. Jesus thus robbed him 
of his own weapon. Though Jesus 
knew the motive of the lawyer, he did 
not evade his question. 

3. The lawyer’s reply (v. 27). He 
made an intelligent answer, declaring 
that the entire content of the law was 
embraced in love to God and man. 

4. Jesus* reply (v. 28). The straight¬ 
forward answer went to the heart of 
the lawyer. Perfect love to God and 
man is truly the way of life. No man 
has yet had or can have such love, 
llis sinful condition precludes Its pos¬ 
sibility. The lawyer keenly felt this 
thrust. lie was defeated on his own 
grounds and, therefore, convicted of 
guilt.

Underweight Children 

THESE days when parents 
are trying to reduce weight, 
the fact that their youngster is a 
little underweight may not dis¬ 
turb them very much. 

However Just ns overweight Is a 
liability In adults past forty, so Is 
underweight n liability or mennee to 
lealth In children. 

Sometimes parents who were quite 
thin as youngsters and are now much 
•verwelght think nothing of their 
roungster being underweight as they 
flilnk It Is a natural or Inherited con¬ 
dition. Now there Is no question hut 
Jiat children usually resemble their 
parents—It couldn't be otherwise—but 
that children must be thin or under¬ 
weight and remain underweight be¬ 
cause the parent they resemble was 
rery thin, Is not necessarily true. Dr. 
fames S. McLester. Birmingham. Ala., 
the noted nutrition expert and this year 
president of the Amer¬ 
ican Medical asslela- 
tlon. says. "Improve¬ 
ment of the stock as 
a result of the better¬ 
ment of the diet has 
been observed repeat¬ 
edly In the lower ani¬ 
mals and In men. 
Chinese living under 
Improved nutritive 
conditions In Hawaii 
_grow taller than peo- 

Dr. Barton l ,le of thp 8ame *** 
or strain In Chinn and 
their growth continues to a greater 

ige than does the growth of those re¬ 
maining In China. Thus the average 
height at twenty years of age was one 
full Inch more than that of similar 
groups In the province of Kwantung 

from which they had come to Hu- 

wall.*’ 

Physique Varies With Habitat. 
Similarly children horn of Japanese 
living In California show definite su¬ 
periority In height, weight and other 
characteristics over their parents who 
bad come to California from Japan. 

Also children born In the large cities 
of America are taller and have a bet¬ 
ter physique than their parents who 
came from Europe. 

It Is common observation In medical 
schools that the Jewish students of 
European parentage who apply for ad¬ 
mission are strikingly superior In 
physical make-up to their parents. 

Better food and better living habits 
can Improve the children of natives 
In any country anyw’here. 

However, being taller—an Inch or 
more In height—does not always mean 
being stronger or more able to with¬ 
stand hardships or ailments, neverthe¬ 
less It Is only too true that there Is 
abundant evidence that greater 
strength and a better physique ac¬ 
company this Increase In height. 
This was shown recently when of 100 
English school children, selected to 
compete In athletic events. 87 per 
cent of the winners were above the 
normal for height and weight and only 
6 per cent below’ normal, and the win¬ 
ners showed a proportion of over¬ 
weight three times that of the sec¬ 
onds, birds, and also-rans. 

Milk Increases Stature. 

From Japan a public health bulletin 
stated that when groups of Toklo 
school children were given milk In ad¬ 
dition to their regular diet, not only 
w’as there a greater Increase in weight 
and height, but these children were 
more cheerful and happy and showed 
greater powers In athletics than did 
those who were not given this extra 
supply of milk. 

Now the best building foods for chil¬ 
dren are meat, egg9, and milk, hut j 
meat and eggs are expensive and not | 
available to some families. However * 
good energy giving and fattening foods 
can be used generously such ns but¬ 
ter, bacon, cereals, bread, sugar with 
meat or eggs once a day at least and 
twice if possible. 

In addition to this, foods rich In 
minerals should be eaten dally—cheese, 
leafy vegetables, fruits, nuts. Also 
foods rich In vitamins—green vege¬ 
tables—spinach, lettuce, string beans, 
beet tops; yellow vegetables—carrots, 
squash, sweet potato; root vegetables, 
tomatoes, oranges, bananas, grape¬ 
fruit, cabbage, liver. 

Besides good food, rest is of vital 
Importance In building np undernour¬ 
ished children. Best or sleep means 
that all the body processes are work 
log a little more slowly than when 
the youngster Is up and playing, thus 
not using up the tissues so quickly. 

"In the future those races who will 
take advantage of newer knowledge of 
foods and their values, will attain 
a larger stature, greater vigor. In¬ 
creased length of life, and a hlghei 
level of living."

D R. WARREN B. COOKSEY of De¬ 
troit baa a treatment for coronary 
thrombosis which consists of having 
the patient remain absolutely at rest la 
bed for at least six weeks after thi 
attack. After this another alx week!

tleot’s activities la continued for a 
whole year. 

Doctor Cooksey makes a seuslble ex¬ 
planation to the patient of what hai 
happened to his heart, showing th< 
length of time needed to re-establlsl 
the circulation and for healing, and 
thus the great necessity for the pa 
tlent to rest and so give the heart th« 
toast amount of work possible

the national government exercises 
only delegated powers while the state 
government exercises reserved powers. 
This is another way of saying that 
the national government can i>erform 
only those functions delegated to it 
while the states may exercise any 
powers not prohibited. Iu determining 
the constitutionality of any federal 
law the question to he raised is, “Does 1 
the constitution delegate this power 
to congress?” while the question to he 
raised in testing the validity of a state 
law is, “Does the constitution prohibit 
or prevent states from exercising this 
I lower?” 

Theoretically, the state in our fed- j 
end system is the reservoir of power, j 
but it is interesting to observe that 
the decisions of the supreme court 
over a long period of time have had ! 
the effect of strengthening the powers j 
• •f the national government and in 1 
turn weakening the activities of the j 
states. It is reasonable, to expect that 
this tendency will continue, altho we : 
may never reach the point of substitut¬ 
ing a unitary system for a federal ; 
system. The federal system of govern- 1 1 
ment is an American invention. The j 
I’nited States was the first world 
power to experiment with this system. I 
Suffice it to say that our experiment 
has 1 oeii reasonably successful and in 
-pile of tlie fact that practically all ! 
new governments iu the last century 
have elected to follow the unitary | 
plan, the i’nited States will more than ! 
likely continue to operate under our , 
federal system.

Health 
is less expensive than siekness, and 
rnueh illness is pre\« ntalde. or may I 
he eured with good nursing, right 
diet, uud careful carrying out of ilm 
physician's lust nut ions. This is the 
reason a laymen’s course «>n “Health 
of the Family” has been introduced 
into the home economies eurrlculum 
of the university of Kentm-kv college 
of agriculture, and is required for i 
graduation. 

Instruction is given in the relation 
of nutrition to building health over] 
a period of years; home nursing of 
the sick and care of the sickroom: | 
detection of symptoms of disease, ' 
especially in children; emergency I 
treatment in cases of food poisoning. I 
drowning, etc!, and elimination of 
factors tint I make for illness. Illus¬ 
trative materials used in nurses’ train- 
lug are obtained from local hospitals 
and used in the course. 

Illness has a double cost, that of 
the doctor’s hill and possible hospital I 
care, and the loss of time from work. 
There are also the drain upon energy, 
discouragement from repeated ill¬ 
nesses, and trouble to tin* family as 
a whole. For these reasons, public 
health is n major consideration. In 
many eases, physical handicaps can j 
be removed, milk and water kept pure, 
and spread of disease stopped A- the I 
larger part of houu* economies grad- | 
nates marry and establish homes it 
Is especially desirable that they he I 
given intensive training in the factors 
making for health.

sourl. Democrat, author of the resolu¬ 
tion for the Investigation. It was un¬ 
derstood that Mr. Bell had already 
fathered a mass of Information to 
substantiate the charge that the 
Townsead plan has become a huge 
racket. The leaders of both parties in 
congress have been getting rather 
nervous over the growth of the Town¬ 
send movement and are glad to see It 
attacked; but some Impartial observ¬ 
ers call attention to the fact that the 
way the committee Is going after It 
smacks of unconstitutional abridge¬ 
ment of the right to petition. 

It was expected that one of the first 
questions to be considered by the com¬ 
mittee would be the salaries received 
by Dr. Francis E. Townsend, author of 
the scheme, and It. E. Clements, for¬ 
mer California real estate operator, 
co-founder and general manager. Clem¬ 
ents has revealed to newspaper report¬ 
ers that he and Doctor Townsend re¬ 
ceive salaries of $100 a week each 
from OARP—the old age revolving 
pension organization—and $50 a week 
each from the Townsend national 
weekly, which claims a circulation of 
250,000. It has been charged on the 
floor ef the house that this newspaper, 
privately owned by Townsend and 
Clements, has a reserve fund of at 
least $20#,000. 

Congressman John Steven McGroarty, 
California's “poet laureate," says the 
Townsendltes will control the house of 
representatives at the next session, 
and add9: “They have built up the 
largest political organization in the 
history of America, with 10 million 
enrolled members. If you Include those 
who have signed petitions favoring the 
Townsend plan the number Is increased 
to 30 million. By November It will be 
twice this large. This investigation 
will vastly strengthen the Townsend 
movement and anybody that knows 
anything knows that. The American 
people Mke fair play and they know 
that this Investigation is Just dirty 
politics.”

land ship subsidy bill has been aban¬ 
doned. Word came from the White 
House that the Presi¬ 
dent, although he 
Initiated the princi¬ 
ples of the measure, 
would not press for 
its passage; and Sen¬ 
ator Royal S. Cope¬ 
land, whose commerce 
committee approved 
the bill which was a 
part of the adminis¬ 
tration program, is so 
irritated that he may 
drop it. Senator Guf¬ 
fey of Pennsylvania has prepared a 
rival measure, not yet Introduced, and 
Senator Black of Alabama is opposed 
to the Copeland bill. 

Shipping Interests have given warn¬ 
ing that new construction for foreign 
trade will continue to be paralyzed by 
uncertainty and lead to additional In¬ 
sistence by the Navy department on 
the building of its own auxiliaries. 



Old “Uncle Wilbur” 

S O THE ex-kaiser is getting on to¬ 
ward eighty.

Among our¬ 
selves we wanted to he able to refer 
freely to our imperial host without giv¬ 
ing offense to anybody in his army. So 


Washington.—The “hammer and 
saw” man Is the target of a very real 
drive now under way by the building 
trades. He’s the little chap, with his 
“office under hia hat,” who buys a lot, 
hires half a dozen neighbors, builds 
a small residence, sells It, and then 
looks for another Job. 

To the building trades tlint chap is 
Just a chiseler. He does not pay union 
wages. He cuts nil the corners, and 
normally his one Item of expense, 
which Is bigger than It should he, Is 
that, not being too good n risk, he 
usually pays liberally for any money 
he borrows to finance his operations. 

The “hammer and saw” man has 
been benefiting enormously from Fed¬ 
eral Housing administration opera¬ 
tions. More often than not loans for 
Improvements and the construction of 
Individual houses made work for him. 
The individual borrowing cheap money 
from the government to finance either 
an Improvement or a new house sel¬ 
dom went to a big contractor. He 
went to a “hammer and saw’’ man. 

Which Is the real explanation for 
union labor In general, and the build¬ 
ing trades In particular, going so 
strongly for the P\VA type of hous¬ 
ing rather than the little Individual 
loans. So-called “slum clearance” 
projects don’t us “hammer and saw” 
men. They use big contractors, and 
big contractors almost Invariably have 
to use union labor. 

Any large operation, whether of the 
slum clearance type or not, moves In 
the same direction. 

Despite the much-tnlked-nbout split 
In tlie building trades unions, which 
by the way has now been healed— 
though no one Is quite sure who came

dent. Mr. Ritchie was 
a leader among con- 
aervatlve Democrats, 
from the start a de¬ 
termined foe of na¬ 
tional prohibition, and 
In 1932 a candidate 
for the Presidential 
nomination by his 
party. Though beaten c * R,tchli 
out by F. D. Roosevelt, he had the sat¬ 
isfaction of seeing his repeal plank 
put Into the Democratic platform. Of 
lato he had been an outspoken critic 
of the New Deal policies, for he was 
n champion of state rights. 

Henry U Roosevelt was Jhe fifth 
member ef his famtly to serve as as¬ 
sistant secretary of the navy, and In 
recent months he had played an In¬ 
creasing Important part In the af¬ 
fairs ef the department, acting as 
secretary during the illness of Secre¬ 
tary Swanson. He was a student la 
the naval academy class of 1909, but 
left before graduation to become a 
second lieutenant In the marine corps, 
In whieb service he rose to the rank ef 
colonel He wus burled In Arlington 
Natleoal cemetery with full military 
rites after funeral ceremonies that 
were attended by President Roosevelt 
other high officials. 


Eden Warns That Another

ANTHONY 

foreign minister, stood up in the 
house of commons and warned the 
world that recurrence of the World 
war was imminent and In his opinion 
could not he averted except by a sys¬ 
tem of collective security “embracing 
all nations In an authority which Is 
unchallenged and unchallengable." 

Eden Impressed upon members of 
the parliament the difference between 
a policy of collective security and one 
of encirclement, such as the “ring of 
steel” which Germany complains Is 
being forged about her by France. 
“The British government will have 
no lot or part In encirclement,” Eden 
said. 

Earlier In his speech the minister 
announced that the sanctions already 
Imposed upon Italy by members of the 
League of Nations are achieving their 
purpose of hastening the cessation of 
war between Italy and Ethiopia He 
failed to satisfy the opposition on the 
question of an oil embargo against 
Italy by sidestepping a definite com 
mitment on such a boycott.

Wrestling A* an Art 

JpVERY time I go to a so-called wres¬ 


tling contest, I say to myself that, 
if only we revived the ancient Roman 
sport of matching gladiators to murder 
one another publicly, no building any¬ 
where could hold the multitudes that 
would flock to the blood-lettings. 

It can’t be the posing, posturing, 
cheap acting, deliberate fouling, obvi¬ 
ous hippodroming. the fixed victories 


But another element which was to 
be reduced was the labor costs. State¬ 
ments of plans were given wide pub¬ 
licity. The idea was that bricklayers, 
carpenters and plasterers, for In¬ 
stance, were paid scales of wages out 
of all proportion to work of similar 
skilled mechanics on the theory that 
the number of days’ work they could 
get In the course of a year was lim¬ 
ited and uncertain. Weather affected 
their employment, and one job might 
not start as soon ns another was fin¬ 
ished. 

The government proposed to correct 
all this by providing steadier work, 
and virtually arranging, If not guar¬ 
anteeing, a given number of days’ 
work every year. It approached the 
"yearly wage” Idea so appealing to 
some economists. 

But the union labor boys did not 
take to It at all. They have been 
sabotlng it very skillfully. As a re¬ 
sult, no one hears any more about it 
now. Certainly not from any of the 
government housing officials. It is con¬ 
siderably deader than NRA, because 
one does not even hear of any little 
| local applications of it. 

Another menace that the building 
I trades unions think they have met 
successfully so far Is the prefabri¬ 
cated house. President Roosevelt was 


So It was far from an accident that 
John J. O’Connor, Irish Catholic, prom¬

O’Con¬ 
nor said he could have stood for being 
called a “tool of Wall Street and an 
assassin”—even on a Sunday—until "he 
charged me with being a burglar.” 

The first stories about the irate Mr. j 
O’Connor’s listening to the radio, and 
then dashing off his wire impulsively, 
seemed In character, and were inter¬ 
esting, but they omitted one very 
significant feature. Mr. O’Connor had 
a long talk with President Roosevelt 
after the radio address and before 
sending his telegram inviting the priest 
to Washington to be kicked.

Raising the Money 

Non-political tax experts in the 
Treasury department believe there are 
only two ways of raising the amount 
of money the United States govern¬ 
ment must have In the way of new 
taxes, If not immediately, certainly 
after election. 

One is by going after the small In¬ 
come folks, reducing exemptions and 
boosting the rates. The other Is by a 
general sales tax. 

Incidentally they do not agree with 
certain prominent New Dealers, who 
want to boost corporation Income 
taxes on a sliding scale. But It must 
always be remembered that these ex¬ 
perts have no power. They just 
advise treasury officials, and, when 
called in, the two congressional com¬ 
mittees having jurisdiction overtaxes 
—finance in the senate and ways and 
moans In the house. 

At the present moment, these ex¬ 
perts point out, if the United States 
were raising all the money It Is spend¬ 
ing by taxation, levies In this country 
would lie higher than In England per 
Individual. Which Is rather a blow 
to the idea, so widely advertised here 
that the British taxpayer groans un¬ 
der a terrible load, whereas In Amer¬ 
ica taxes are pretty light, compara¬ 
tively. 

It Is perfectly true, they admit, that 
such a picture can be drawn with re¬ 
spect to the very small income tax 
payers of both countries. People in 
that class are hit much harder In Brit¬ 
ain than in the United States. 

Per Capita Tax 

For the year 1935, the tax experts 
say, the per capita tax In the United 
States —adding all taxes, whether fed¬ 
eral, state or local—was $81. In Great 
Britain, for the same year, and agaio 
adding all taxes, It was $98. 

But now for the bad newa. For the 
same year total governmental expendi¬ 
tures in the United 8iatee, again add¬ 
ing In the local expenditures of states, 
counties, towns, etc., were $135 per 
capita. Whereas In Great Britain they 
were $117. 

So that the rate ef governmental 
spending in the United States Is $18 
more for every man, woman and child 
thau la the governmental spending In 
Britain I 

To put It another way, the various 
government units ef Great Britain 
were going “In the red” for the year 
1935 at the rate ef $19 for every 
man, woman and child. But the gov¬ 
ernment of the United States, plus Us 
local governments, wss golug in the 
red to the tune ef $54 for every man, 
woman and child.
